Earthquakes have 
occurred 
ever 


since the crust of the globe began to 
form. Indeed, the condition of unsta- 
bility is the earth's normal one and 
man long has suffered in consequence. 
To say then that what mankind has 
characterized as a phenomenon which 
is as sure and as inevitable as an ec- 
lipse of the sun, might be eluded final- 
ly, seems almost an impossibility. Yet 
such-thorough studies of-the nature of 
quakes and their occurrence have been 
made in recent years "that in 
future 


years, construction of great buildings, 
dams, and even cities, may be affected 
by recent .discoveries in geology. 


Earthquakes are a natural occur- 


rence in certain ' regions 
where the 


mountains are alive, Carnegrie .officials 
declare. There are districts, like the 
Atlantic Coast, where the mountains 
are dead. but.around the Pacific and 
in a great belt which reaches across 
Asia 'and the Mediterranean. 
the 


mountains still are growing: In their 
growth large masses comprising many 
thousand cubic miles 
of 
rock 
are 


pressed against each 
other, but are 


held by. friction until the strain be- 
comes too great. Then they slip and 
what is called an earthquake occurs. 
This is the modern theory of earth- 
quakes. It has been developed through 
prolonged studies and 
demonstrated 


by observations of many minor quakes 
and of the lines along, which they oc- 
cur. 
- 


The earthquake plane is often spok- 


en of as a fracture but it is really not 
a break, a recent statement of the in- 
stitution declares. It is the surface 
between prran t mases .which never have 
been -linker:, buc which for ages have 
been slipping past each 
other; 
and 


where this plane comes to the surface 
ot the earth there^is a line called . an 
earthquake rift- The greatest of'these 
rifts in the United States, so far as 
known.- extends along the coast ranges 
of California for a distance of six hun- 
dred mil?:?. It passes Just west of San 
Francisco, to the east of Los Angeles, 
and disappears in. the-Gulf of Califor- 
nia. Along the San Andreas rift, as 
il 13 called, earth shocks "nave occurred 
at different times in different sections. 


South of that stretch for some 300 


miles there has been no movement 
elnce 1857, when a severe shock oc- 
curred, the mark of which may still 
be traced across the desert plains like 
an 
irrigation 
ditch. 
Still - further 


south there have been -several recent 
shocks, but none of great violence, al- 
though there is. evidence ot consider- 
able activity in the section east and 
west of Los Angeles. 
. 


For some years now, the Carnegie 


Institution has been deep in the study 
of earthquakes, and only recently or- 
ganized the 'advisory committee ,in 
seismology, calling- on the co-operation 
of many, other scientists to aid In the 
research. Its activities have resulted 
in the discovery of. many facts of 
practical importance to 
mankind in 


this connection. The co-operation of 
the United States navy was obtained in 
making a depth-measuring survey over 
a large area adjacent to the California 
coast, and while the survey was made 
to find the trend of earthquake rift's, 
it resulted in important data for Ma- 
mines and may makers.: Through the 
financial 'assistance ' of the 
Carnegie

It is known 
by.the form of the volcano or by the 
occurrence of eruptions within histor- 


ical time that it In potentially or actu- 
ally active, and much the same may be 
said of the earthquake rifts. 


There are lines of special danger on 


which no schoolhouse, skyscraper or 
dam should be built. They should be 
avoided, as far as possible, by railroad 
lines, bridges, aqueducts 
and 
other 


public works, and yet it happens thai 
they often run through valleys where 
such works are suggested by the con- 
ditions of the' ground. 
As long as 


builders remain ignorant of their posi- 
tion they run the risk of inviting de- 
struction, it wag added; but It is not 
difficult by proper "study 
to locate 


these lines of danger on a map and to 
make the information public for the 
benefit .of engineers and others. 
In-" 


deed, there is now being-published an 
earthquake rift map of - the state 
of 


California,, showing the lines of active 
rifts and also of faults that are sup- 
posed to be inactive, as a result of the 
work carried on in .co-operation with 
the institution's advisory committee. 


That is how the engineers who laid 


out the new water supply line for San 
Francisco were able to remove it from 
the former line which followed an ac- 
tive rift for miles, and locate it along 
a mountain range, where, if it moves 
at all, will move as a block and not be- 
come dislocated or destroyed.

The theory of tax exemption of securities issued by public 


rorporations is a doubtful one. The fact that the eventual 
payment of both the principal and interest on these comes 
from direct taxation upon the people has led legislators to 
permit the issuance of these securities under the assurance of 
not being taxed; thus making them more gilt-edged than any 
other form of investment.

. Just why such a favor should be granted to municipal, state 
and national corporations is hard to tell, unless it was because 
of the desire to make them more marketable. It has resulted 
hi two very dangerous practices. 
First: it has cheapened 


securities that are issued for the industrial development of 
•'communities and our. nation and, as a consequence, withheld 
Money from real development or forced industry to pay a 
Jhigher rate of interest. Second: it has resulted in a resistless 
'JSemand for tax exempt securities which has been felt in the 
'Influence exercised on towns, cities and states (which should 
shot have issued securities of future burden) to bond itself 
•imwarrantedly. 


There is considerable meat in this argument against this 


form of public burden and it is one the people should study 


• with a seriousness never before employed m our public affairs.

JTEMGOVERNED 


BY STATE LAW 


The item in the auditor's report for 


schools to which Councilman Boynton 
took objection at the ' meeting on 
Wednesday evening can be easily ex- 
plained. It is stated th'at under the 
state law the state pays the salaijes 
of the superintendent of schools for 
cities and districts up to $2000 a year, 
and provides for the cities and towns 
to pay all over that sum for auch an 
official by paying it to the state, which 
pays the superintendent's salary.Each 
yeaf the difference between the salary 
of the^superintendent and the sum of 
$2000 is billed to the City to be paid 
during the month of December. 


Up to 1921 the law provided that 


the state -would pay one-half of the 
sum in excess of the J2000 but this 
was changed in the legislature of 1921 
and the state only pays the $2000. 
It has not been treated by past coun- 
cils as a part of the school appro- 
priation but as part of the state tax 
and paid as such. ,

several parts of Rangoon, and leaflets 
were distributed 
among the people 


•urging them to stay away from the 
polls. Several motor trucks, displaying 


boycott posters, were driven through 
the city. Xo violence was reported. 


All through Burma the election was 


marked by the entire absence of Budd- 
hist, monks, who were boycotting the 
reforms. Since .the split which occur- 
red several months ago in the General 
Council of Burmese Associations as to 
whether the- reformed councils should 
be supported or boycotted, the Budd- 
hist monks of the country have upheld 
the extremist platform with united vi- 
gor, and have been unusually active in 
spreading "boycott propaganda. 


In spite of the partial boycott; how- 


ever, enough votes were cast to elect 
members of the new council, which 
will he organized late in 'January. Sir 
Harcourt Butler is due to arrive ill- 
Rangoon to become the first governor 
of Burma under the Reforms Act,

GASMAN 


BENJAMIN FRANKLIN,
